IRISH MEMBERS MAY VOTE AGAINST 
BUDGET IF VETO IS SIDE-TRACKED 


Enthusjasin Of Liberels Has Van- 
ished Under Compulsory In-

Is Discouraged 


Chicago, Ilis., June 26—Cabling the 
Tribune from London, T. P. O'Connor 
says that both political parties are get- 
ting restive under the compulsory 
truce and the conference. 


“tne protectionist organ, the Morn- 
ing Post, sees a vision of a betrayal 
by Balfour of its darling scheme of 
tariff reform, while the Radicals are 
possessed of an equal fear that the 
Liberal administrators may give some 
important point away to the peers. 
The secrecy the proceedings con- 
tinues to produce hourly crops of 
rumors. The most absurd rumor and 
the one most persistent is that home 
rule may be one of the questions set- 
tled by mutual agreement. The Irish- 
Men naturally would rejoice at this 
early close of their long struggle, but 
I do not entertain any hopes of the 
conference even touching the Irish 
question, 

Enthusiasm Has Vanished. 


“In the meantime the Radicals 
grow more suspicious of the whole 
proceedings. Their fighting men in 
the constituencies are losing some 
hope. The damping down of all inter- 
est in politics which followed the con- 
ference is working badly from a Lib- 
eral point of view. Enthusiasm and 
a passionate revolutionary temper are 
necessary factors to enable the Liber- 
als to carry the abolition of the Lords’ 
veto and enthusiasm now has van- 
ished. 

“Awkward questions still are thrown 
at Asquith from the Liberal mem- 
bers and meetings of discontented 
gossips take place in the conferénce 
rooms of the House of Commons. 

“All of this has produced a big ef- 
fect on-the Liberal HeFotiators, 

Lloyd Discouraged, 

“One result is that the hopes of a 
compromise between the two parties 
which were high on some days of last 
week, have diminished and that even 
that incurable optimist, Lloyd- 
George, shows signs of discourage- 
mes...” 

“It is significant that in spite of the 
different rumors in the papers, the 
conference has only met twice up to 
now und these preliminary meetings 
have not even approached the serious 
voints which will lead to a settlement 
or a final rupture. 

“Accordingly, the feeling increases 
that both sides are only playing for 
time and to avoid the reproach of 
forcing the young King into the grav- 
est constitutional crisis 

Another Disturbing Factor. 

“The arrival of Redmond and the 
other Irish leaders this week brings 
another disturbing factor into the siiu- 
ation. While O'Brien's exaggerated 
and mendacious campaign against the 
budget has lost all of its influence, 
the feeling against the budget still is 
strong, especially against the. huge 
amendment to the whisky tax. If the 
whisky tax is renewed the Lrish mem- 
bers will find it difficult to vote for 
the budget and their vote against the 
budget brings back the old trouble and 
the danger of the early spring, name- 
ly: That the Irish members may be 
forced into action which will destroy 
both the budget and the ministry and 
thereby end for the moment the cam- 
paign against the House of Lords. 

“Active negotiations are proceeding 
to avoid such a catastrophe, Fortu- 


of 


mately the early stages of the budget 
which will come next week do not 
raise the whisky tax and the Irish 


members can vote for the early stages 
without hesitation, 
Solution of Situation. 

“The suspension of the active cam- 
paign against the Lords through the 
conference, produces in Ireland a cer- 
tain unrest and suspicion, and the 
situation therefore is less easy than 
when Asquith threw the bombshell in- 
to the Tory camp before the late 
King’s death in declaring his resolu- 
tion to demand guarantees from the 
King. The best solution of the whole 
Situation is that the Liberal negotiat- 
ors should not allow the Tories a pro- 
longed conference and that at the 
first moment that all chance of a real 
compromise disappears, the confer- 
ence should be broken up and the 
ministry resume the House of Lords’ 
campaign. A breakup of the confer- 
ence will tend to the early closing of 
the parliamentary sittings,the resump- 
tion of the sittings in November, then 
an early collision with the Lords and 
an appeal to the country in Janu- 
ary. Irishmen and Radicals will urge 
an early digsolution and they will 
prevail.”

HEAT DOES SERIOUS 
DAMAGE TO THE CROP 


Leading Farmers in Brandon District 
Admit That Crops Are Seriously 
Hurt by Heat—Forty Per Cent. 
Loss in Some Parts—No Sign of 
Rain.

Brandon, Mar, June 27.—For the 
first time this season leading farm- 
ers admit today that the scorching 
heat is working injury on the crops 
In the immediate district. On Sun- 
day the temperature was 96%, with a 
hot wind, Today at noon the ther- 


mometer registered 97, with a hotter 
wind than ever, and there is danger 
of the heat record for the season be- 
ing broken before the afternoon is 
over. 

Prominent farmers agree that the 
heat and wind is drying the land right 
out and the situation is becoming 
alarming, as there is no indication of 
immediate relief through rains, 

Superintendent Murray, of the 
perimental farm, says dhat the 
is coming along altogether too fast, 
the baking heat drying up the land 
at remarkable rate. One-fifth of 
the wheat at the experimental farm 
is heading out, though only a_i few 
days ago there were no signs of such 
a@ premature result. “The growing 
crops are very badly in need of two 
days’ heavy rain,” said Mr. Murray at 
noon today.”’

FOR $1,000,000.00 


Liberal Party In England Said To 
Have Secured Large Cam- 
paign Funds 


London, June 26—The campaign 
of the Liberal party is sald to have 
been benefited to the extent of about 
$1,000,000 by the seven peerages and 
twelve baronetcies distributed indis- 
eriminately by Premier Asquith on his 
supporters. When Lioyd George in- 
troduces his second budget on Thurs- 
day he will have 50,000,000 more 
than in the record budget. Half of 
the increase will be needed for the 
navy, the estimate for which amounts 
to $200,000,000 against $87,000,000 in 
1890 and $140,000,000 in 1900. The 
army estimate will be nearly §160,- 
000,000 against $86,000,000 in 1890. 

Considering that the Liberal motto 
is peace and reform his unprecedent- 
edly ‘bloated militia expenditure to 
which the party as a whole is gener- 
ally opposed represents the political 
pressure to which the Liberal min- 
istry has to yield as a result of the 
agitation of jingoes imperialists and 
scaremongers, The other increases in 
the budget are due to the extension 
of old age pensions which is nowim- 
bedded in the English political system 
and can never be reduced or uprooted.

The impression of Dr Arlitz defines 


the attitude the prisoner's lawyers 
will take in resisting whatever effort 
is to be made to take him to Italy 
and make him stand trial for the 
crime that startled the two hemis- 
pheres, They will maintain that 
Chariton, not having been respon- 


sible for his crime, ought not to 
compelled to undergo a trial. 

Charlton's lawyers seemed confi- 
dent today that the worst thing that 
could happen to the slayer is to have 
him taken off to an asylum. 

“IT am a father first, a judge after- 
ward, If I am convinced my son is 
insane and is legally innocent of the 
horrible murder with which he is 
charged, I shall have him incarcerat- 
ed in an asylum. On the other hand, 
if he is proven sane and guilty of 
the awful murder the public may 
have his blood, I want justice done 
first, last and all time. I will use no 
undue Influence, or take advantage of 
any legal technicalities in my efforts 
to free my son,” With Spartaniike 
courage Judge Chariton, father of 
the self-confessed uxoreide, said this 
tonight. 

Judge Charlton made it plein that 
he would not use any influence he 
may possess in his position as legal 
adviser to the bureau of insular 
affairs at Washington to extricate his 
son from his present plight.

Action to reeover 
this amount was taken in the Supreme 
court, and Chief Justice Sifton, who 
tried the case, gave judgment for the 
plaintiff! for his entire claim on the 
sround that the company had been 
guilty of a breach of the criminal 
code, and consequently could not claim 
the portection of the law for limited 
liability 
A Unique Case. 

The case was argued before the 
Court of Appeal, June 16th and 17th 
last, It. B. Bennett representing the 
Cc. PR. and C. C. McCaul, of Ed- 
monton, the defendant and respond- 
ent, Rise. Justice Stuart expressed 
some doubt as to the correctness of 
the decision of the full court, but did 
not disagree with the judgment given. 

The point involved in the case, whe- 
ther liability can be limited for an 
illegal act, such as that involved in 
the contravention of the Lord's Day 
act, is an absolutely new one in the 
history Of railroad legisiation in Eng- 
land, Canada and the United States 
and is of such importance that the 
company will undoubtedly appeal the 
case either to the privy council or 
the Supreme Court of Canada.

Two men are supposed to have set 
fire to the steamer by smoking cigar- 
ettes while locked up, 

The hundreds who were slightly 
burned were those who could not wait 
to escape from the steamer over the 
gaug plank. 

The story of the rescue as told to- 
night is that the steamer, when it 
really reached Bad Axe isiand, where 
the passengers Were able to escape to 
shore, was burning so flercely that 
Only 200 of the 1,600 aboard were 
able to go ashore on the gang plank, 
The other 1,200 or 1,300 p ngers 


were forced to leap over the rail into 
the water, 
Those who were burned were hurt 


with sliding down the burning stanch- 
lons to get to the water from the up- 
per decks, It was too late to escape 
through the stairways and many 
feared to jump. 

The steamer is now only a blacken- 
ed hull. The upper works are still 
destroyed hardly even a bit..of ma- 
chinery being left. The boat was 
burned entirely to the water's edge.

Neither Side in Wage Dispute in 
Eastern Canada Desire 
Strike

Montreal, June 26—Having come to a 
point where they must either back up or 
fight the Canadian Pacific Railway and 
the representatives of the Trainmen 
and Condyefors have apparently con- 
cluded that it would be the better part 
of wiedom to take a second look at the 
proposition before precipitating a con- 
fiet. After each side announced that 
they had sent the other an ultimatum 
@tating their irreducable minimum they 
will come together again tomorrow 
There is a possibility that geome way out 
of the thing wili be arrived at without 
loss of dignity or injustice to either aide 
While the position is «till decidedly 
touchy, the opponents are apparently 
sparring for an opening with the idea 
that neither side wants a etrike, or can 
afford one, whilet neither wante to give 
way, It ia a position which would na- 
turally suggest compromise and tomor- 
row’s conference may pave the way to 
that, 

C.P.R. Will Stand Pat. 

In any event Vice President Murdock, 
of the Trainmen, who was conferring 
with Vice-President Berry, of the Con- 
ductors’ Brotherhood, stated thie even- 
ing that their confernece would  pro- 
hably decide whether negotiation were 
to proceed in future on a friendly basi« 
or lead to open hostility, As matters 
now etand there ie a good deal of mis 
conception between the company and the 
men. J. W. Leonard, of the Canadian 
Vacitic, stated today that the company 
still adhered to its stand-pat policy and 
would stick to the adoption of the 
award of the board of conciliation, no 
tice to thie effect having been sent to 
Mr, Murdook, 

Exactly the opposite statement was 
made by Mr. Murdock. who eaid that 
the representatives of the men gathered 
from Mr. Leonard's letter that the com- 
pany would be willing to pay the etand 
ard wages of the territory and would 
give in to all their demands 

Room for Discussion. 

With euch widely divergent 
ay to the course of the negotiations it ia 
jikely that there will be plenty of 
ground for discussion at the conference 
today. 

“So far ae the Canadian Pacific is con- 
cerned,”” said Mr. Leonard, “we stand 
exactly where we did before, We notified 
the men that we had accepted the finding 
of the board of conciliation and were 
determined to stand by, However, we 
notified the men that we were willing 
to pay as high wages 4s any other rail- 
road in the territory, under similar con- 
ditions of mileage, earning capacity, em- 
ployment, ete.

The men are demahding 
conditions which the’ company 
and wil] not accept. We have not reced- 
ed from this position at all and «till ad- 
here to thé finding of the concibiation 
board as the rational solution of the 
matter,”

GEN. FRENCH PRAISES — 


ALBERTA’S HORSEMEN 


British General Says There is Scope 
for Cavalry in the West—Offers 
Criticism, Advice and Praise to 


Alberta's Troops, 


Calgary, June 25.—With the eyes 
of the greatest cavalry soldier in the 
world upon them, the volunteer troops 
of Alberta engaged in mimic warfare 
for four hours on Friday. When the 
“enemy” had been captured and the 
“wounded” hauled off In ambulances 
from the field of carnage, the um- 
pires who took the place of bullets 
and the officers who had participated 
in the action gathered into a circle 
while Sir John French, inspector- 
general of the British forces, told 
them what he thought of them 

He explained frankly how they 
had made mistakes that would have 
been calamitous in a real battle, and 
just as frankly he told them how 
much he admired their horsemanship, 
their horses, their splendid physical 
appearance and the dash of their of- 
fieers, And he made one point es- 
pecially apparent, and that is that 
mounted risemen are almost a hobby 
with him. He believes it the arm 
most needed in the Canadian West. 

“For God's sake, don’t look down 
on the mounted rifleman,” he ex- 
claimed “There is a tendency to do 
this for some reason. And yet it is as 
honorable a branch of the service as 
any The cavalry in this country 
should be a mounted rifle role. The 
improvement in firearms has brought 
this change about, There is not much 
scope for cavalry in the east of Can- 
ada because the country is too con- 
fined, but out here on the prairies it 
is needed and it must be well trained. 
The horses here seem to be better 
than those I saw in the east, and 
they need to be because they have to 
get over so much more ground.”

rhe men were extended along a front 
of a couple of miles. They were sup- 
ported by a general reserve of two 
squadrons represented by 


imaginary 
flags. 
The Force of “Blues,” 

The “Blues were in command of 
Lieut.-Col, James Walker. They con- 
sisted of two squadrons of the 16th 
-sat Horse, representing a regiment; 
the whole of four squadrons of the 
19th Alberta Mounted Rifles; the 
whole of four squadrons of the 28rd 
Alberta Rangers; four squadrons of 
the 21st Alberta Hussars represented 
by flags. The “Blues’’ had altogether 
supposed to comprise the 6th shr 
10 squadrons representing 16, and 
supposed to comprise the 6th Cav- 
alry Brigade, a section of the cavalry 
fleld ambulance and a signaling sec- 
tion, 

They were directed to take a posi- 
tion behind the junction of the east 
and west road immediately south of 
George Head's house, about 4 1-2 
miles south of camp. No part of this 
force was allowed to advance north 
of that road before 9.45 o'clock. The 
field of manoeuvre was restricted to 
the Macleod railroad line in the west 
and the Bow river on the east.

Maj, McGregor of the 6th Hussars, 
and Capt. de Kam of the Corps of 
Guides, The umpires for the “Blues” 
were Lieut.-Col, Willlams, Inspector 
of Canadian cavalry; Maj. B, J, Saun- 
ders of the 19th A.M.R.; Maj. W. F. 
W. Carstairs of the 101st Edmonton 
Fusiliers Maj. M. L. Hornby, D.S.O., 
of the Indian army, retired; Capt. EB, 
I’, Mackie, D.8.0., and Capt. R. B. 
Ross of the Corps of Guides. Sin 
Perey Lake, inspector-general of the 
Canadian forces, was general umpire, 
The duty of the umpires, it might be 
explained for the benefit of the unin- 
itiated, is to judge how many men are 
being killed When they decide that 
a certain squadron would fly if the 
bullets were real they order the 
squadron to retreat 


Told the Mistakes. 

The advancing column etarted slowly, 
executing a left flank movement, and 
then advancing along the centre until 
it forced the artillery to retire further 
back, finally put the defending column 
in full retreat with the assistance of 
the umpires, The trumpeter gave the 
order to cease firing, and the men 
returned to camp, There Sir John 
Lake and Col, Lessard told the assem- 
bled officers the mistakes they had 
made, They were followed by Gen 
french, who approved what they had 
raid and added a little more. He 
told Maj. Macdonald that he extended 
his defensive column too far to the 
right, and Col, Walker that he had 
often allowed his men to be exposed 
unnecessarily, In talking to Col. Walk- 
er he tried to show how nicely = the 
attack could have ‘been managed by 
leaving the horses hidden in the trees, 
a considerable distance to the rear and 
advancing on foot. In fact, he could 
not hardly say too much in favor of the 
cavalry foot soldiers, 

Ho noticed that a number of officers 
shouted their orders, and he impressed 
upon the men that such methods would 
not do in real warfare, 


j 
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“You must remember,” he nid, “that 
on the battlefield you would not be 
able to hear such shouting. You must 
aiwaye use signals, What men practice 
in peace they are aleéo bound to attempt 
in war, The only syetem is the dis 
cipline by which men do things right.” 

In closing, the general spoke highly 


of the physique of the men and of 
the keenness of the officers and their 
control over the men. Col. Lessard 


in hie remarks called attention to the 
slowness of the men in atarting into 
action, and of a certain amount of 
caroleesness in exposing themeelves. 
He said that at times the men dis 
mounted when they ehould not have 
done so, 

Yesterday afternoon Gen, Lake in- 
spected the camp, and inet evening 
Gen, French and party dined at the 
camp in the officers’ meses, Mayor Ja- 
mieson and a few other prominent citi- 
zens were guests, 

The work of breeking up camp be 
fan on Friday night and some of the 
troopers left for home. The remainder 
left on Saturday morning, the officers

THIEF AND SHOT HER 


Saskatoon Negro Must Face Charge of 
Manslaughter—Heard Noise in House 


and Waking Shot at Moving Object 
That Proved to Be His Wife. 
Sawatoon, June 26—Charles Davis, a 


colored man, lies in the jocal police eta- 
tion with a serious charge hanging over 
his head, that of manslaughter, a cor- 
oner's jury thie afternoon, having found 
that his wife came to her death from a 
revolver shot fired by her hushand on 
the evening of Friday, June 24. 

Davis, who has been janitor of the 
National Trust Building, lives in a emall 
shack on the west side, and on Friday 
evening he and his wife retired about 
1) o'clock, Some time after fhe peopio 
in the neighborhood heard a revolver 
shot, and a few minutes later the color- 
ed man came running from the shack 
erying that he had shot his wife. 

This is about all that is known of the 
affair except tho story told by Davie, He 
immediately went to the station police 
and gave himself up, and during the 
course of his story, in which he appear- 
ed almost heart-broken over the affair, 
told Chief of Police Tate to the effect 
that, shortly after mi@night, he heard a 
noise in the house as if burglars had 
entered, 

Having been troubled with robbers in 
the past, he had purchased a 38 calibre 
revolver, and pulling this from under 
his pillow, where he had placed it on 
going to bed, fired point blank at an 
object which he saw moving in the cen 
tre of the room, and which, to his ap- 
parent sorrow, proved to ‘be his wife. 
The bullet entered the left temple, and 
sh sank with a groan ‘to the floor, dying 
almost instantly. He did not realize 
what he had done, so his story goee, un- 
ul he discovered that his wife was not 
in bed. Then the full sense of what he 
had done came upen him 

‘rhe coroner was notified, and the body 
was taken to an undertaking apartment, 
where it now lies, and where the inquest 
was held this atternoon. The prisoner 
ls now in custody and will likely get a 
preliminary hearing on Monday, 


DOMINION POLICE ON 
TRAIL OF GOULDTHRITE 


Superintendent of Federal Printing 
Bureau Who Defrauded Depart- 
ment Out of Laet'ge Sums of Mon- 
ey Will Be Brought Back to Ot- 
tawa—Reorganization to Be Ef- 
fected. 


Ottawa, June 26.—As a result of 
instructions from the state depart- 
ment, Col, Perey Sherwood, chief of 
the Dominion police, is sending out 
an illust rated cireular to the various 
police departments of the continent, 
containing a photograph and a de- 
scription of the missing Frank 8. 
Gouldthrite, superintendent of sta- 
tionery at the Printing Bureau. Sev- 
eral clues, which may lead to the 
locating of the fueitive. are heine fol- 
lowed up, and it is felt to be certain 
that not many days will pass before

There had been 
comparatively little criticism of the 
administratidn until the Great Water- 
Ways contract had created a breach, 
but if an improvident. contract had 
been made the house-cleaning had 
been done by the Liberals themselves, 
He asked the support of the elect- 
ors not on the grolind that he was a 
cabinet minister and therefore in a 
position, pérhaps, to assist the con- 
stituency more than a member of a 
hepelessly small opposition, but rath- 
$ because the government was wor- 
y of endorsation. 
Dr. Clark’s Eloquent Address. 
Dr. Clark, M.P., of Red Déer, 
followed in a characteristically elo- 
Quent address. He refuted the state- 
ent that Premier Rutherford had 
been deposed, He had resigned be- 
cause he saw that he could not ex- 
Rect to receive the full support of 
his followers. A _ definition of the 
term deposition might be obtained 
from Sir MacKenzie Bowell, when he 
described his cabinet as a nést of 
traitors. Complaint was made that 
the Liberals had goné outside the 
House to select a Premier.

COUNT DE LESSEPS 
HERO OF THE HOUR 


Daring French Aviator and American 
Youth Carried Off Honors at Op- 
ening Day of Montreal Aviation 
Meet--Brookens Soars High. 


Montreal, June 26.—Count de Les- 
seps, the French aviator famed for 
the flight across the British Channel, 
and Walter Brookens, the Wright op- 
erator, who holds the world’s record 
for altitude, carried off the honors at 
the ten days’ aviation meet which op- 
ened here on Saturday. One hundred 
thousand Montrealers went to Lake- 


side, a twenty-minute ride from the 
vity, to see the flights, and they were 
thrilled with the achievement of the 
aviators. Six successful flights were 
accomplished, three of them by Count 
de Lesseps in a new Bleriot mono- 
plane, which he never saw until it 
was brought to the field on Saturday 
morning. The other flights were 
made with Wright biplanes, two by 
Brookens and the other by Ralph 
Johnston, the former trick bicycle! 
rider, who has abandoned the cycle 
for aerial natvigation. 

Until Brookens, who is a mere lad, 
mafe his flight for altitude, the hon- 
ors belonged to the French aviator 
and the French machine, which work- 
ed 1out’ the’ slightest hitch in its 
three flights, and looked more grace- 
ful in the air than the American bi- 


planes, tut Brookens’ feat was the 
most thrilling of the day. At 6.55 
he started and soared in the air until 


he reached an altitude of two thous- 
and feet, and at this height, he per- 
formed some evolutions that made the 
Spectators gasp. He described sharp 
circles, tipped his machine at sharp 
angles and made a dive that caused 
many to fear that the dartng aviator 
was falling. But as suddenly as he 
started he stopped the speed of his 
dip. He was up 8 1-2 minutes. 
Brookens’ altitude record is 4,953 feet 
and he says he will eclipse this be- 
fore leaving Montreal. Besides the 
six flights mentioned there were two 
balloon ascensions, with parachute, 
and a cruise by Cromwell Dixon, the 
boy aviator, in his dirigible balleon, a 
pattern of the Zeppelin airship. 

There was one accident, Miltgean, 
an aviator, who was brought from 
France to operate the Bleriot machine 
owned by Wm. Carruthers, a Mont- 
real sportsman, falling just after he 
had left the ground. He was not 
hurt, but the machine was damaged 
to a considerabie extent. At a height 
of twenty feet the engine stopped 
and the operator lost control of his 
machine, which toppled over head 
down. 

Count de Lesseps, who is a son of 
the builder of the Panama Canal, is 


‘accompanied’ to Canada by his broth- 


er Bertiand, noted as a duelist, and 
his sister. After his flights he was 
received with great acclaim by the 
French-Canadians, who shouted: 
“pravo de Lesseps,” while the band 
broke out in the stirring strains of 
the Marsellaise. The count had only 
intended to make two flights, and 
had finished his, programme, dressed 
and was leaving the field when in 
response to the wishes of his admir- 
ers he returned to his tent and don- 
ning sweater and overalls, he re- 
appeared and without delay soared 
for more than ten minutes, reaching 
a height of more than two hundred 
feet.

Minneapolis, June 24—The grass- 
hopper war is being carried on in the 
Red River valley and assuming large 
proportions. The hopper “‘dozer" is 
doing effective work and the pests are 
being got rid of by the bushel. Be- 
fore the end of the week 50 of the 
“dozers” will be at work exterminating 
them. The hopper dozers are large 
galvanized pans, 16 feet long, 2 feet 
wide, and 4 inches deep, mounted up- 
on runners. These pans are filled with 
water over which is poured a thin film 
of kerosene oil. The horses drag it 
over the affected area, covering a strip 
sixteen feet wide during each passage. 
The grasshoppers are startled up by 
the horses and hop into the tank, the 
slightest touch of oil being sufficient 
to kill them.

Cordial Reception Tendered Him 
by Liberals of That Wide- 
Awake Town

Innisfree, June 25.—The Premier 
wound up his week's campaign with 
a splendid meeting here. He reached 
town on the local from Minburn in 
the morning and spent the day meet- 
ing the people of the locality, this be- 
ing his first visit to the town. His 
reception was most cordial and with 
the meeting in the evening gave as- 
surance that Innisfree will give him 
a handsome majority on Wednesday. 

In the evening the Innisfree brass 
band gave a short open air concert 
in the newly erected stand near the 
railway station and afterwards led 
the way to the hall, where the meet- 
ing was held, where they enlivened 
proceedings with patriotic airs. The

He was not interested, he said, in 
those theories which endeavor to trace 
the origin of the order to a remote 
period in the history of the world. 
There was, however, he thought, some 
reason to think that the order was 
in existence about the time of the 
building of the temple. He could not 
agree with those who sought to es- 
tablish the theory that Masonry had 
been in existence only for two cen- 
turies, Traces had been found of the 
existence of Masonry among races 
who had not been in contact with the 
order as it exists today. 

Answers to Objections, 

Dealing with the objections to Mas- 
onry Mr. Pearson said: “It is not, 
strictly speaking, a secret society, since 
it has no secret memberfship roll, and 
the aims of the order are well known. 

“Some others, who are doubtless 
sincere, think that the order is antag- 
onistiec to Christianity. As an organ- 
ization working for the amelioration 
of the sufferings of mankind, and the 
growth of the spirit of brotherhood, it 
cannot be regarded as antagonistic to 
the cause of Christ 

“It does not attempt to propagate 
any set of religious dogmas. It does 
not pretend to be a religious organ 
ization. It does pretend to be a moral | 
organization, 

“French Masonry, which has come 
under the control of the Freethinkers, 
is responsible for the impression that 
Masonry is antagonistic to religion, 

“A Vrench Mason, however, would 
not be recognized by the order in this 
country,” 

Masons Must Believe in God. 

“No man,” said the preacher, 
become a Mason without acknowledg- 
ing belief in the existence of God.”
